N“ war memorial to America’s dead 














that has yet been proposed or erected 

abroad excels in beauty and impres- 
siveness the one shown on these pages. It 
is to stand at St. Mihiel, France, and is 
to commemorate the Massachusetts dead 
who fell in the war. The monument is 
the joint design of Daniel C. French and 
Henry .Bacon, the latter of whom is the 


architect of the Lincoln Memorial at 
Washington. The Massachusetts Memo- 
rial is to be erected on a site which in- 
cludes approximately ten acres. The gen- 
eral idea in the selection of the site was 
the securing of a space flanked by groves 
of trees, in front of the rock, which will 
form the background for the memorial. 
Steps and terraces lead up to the beauti- 
ful figure which stands with outstretched 
arms over its dead, symbolized by the 
recumbent figure draped in the Stars and 
Stripes.

OR some weeks past Premier Lloyd 

George has been threatening to 

resign as leader of the Coalition 
Party. This has been due, as stated, 
to the activity of a large part of the 
Unionist Party, which, under the lead- 
ership of Sir George Younger, has 
grown restive under the control of the 
Premier and is striving to break away 
and act independently. Considerable 
consternation has been caused in the 
ranks of the Unionists who are still 
loyal to the Premier, and earnest ef- 
forts have been made to force the recal- 
citrants to remain within the party 
ranks. Austen Chamberlain has been 
active in this work, and at latest re- 
ports has met with a certain measure 
of success. At all events, the resigna- 
tion of Lloyd George seems to have 
been deferred and may not materialize, 
if at all, until after the meeting of the 
Genoa Conference, which is scheduled 
to open on April 10. It is said that 
Lloyd George is counting upon the suc- 
vessfut outcome of that- conference to 
crown his work and thus enable him 
to resign under favorable circum- 
stances, or, if he chooses to continue 
in political life, to furnish him with a 
fait accompli on which he could ask 
the verdict of his countrymen at the 
polls. Balfour has been mentioned as 
a possible successor in the event of his 
resignation.

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Reconstruction of Devastated East Prussia 
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TOWN IN EAST PRUSSIA AFTER THE RUSSIAN INVASION SWEPT OVER IT 
At the beginning of the war the Russians, with surprising celerity, overran the border of East Prussia and despite desperate fighting 
on the part of the Germans forced them back.
